REPORT  OF  SURVEY  ON  TRAINING  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  DISABLED  HOMEMAKER 

IN  THE  U.S.A.  -  1961 


In  view  of  the  increasing  interest  in  the  problems  of  the  disabled  homemaker, 
and  in  connection  with  the  scheduled  meeting  in  Stockholm  of  experts  from 
various  countries  (October  1 2- 1 8th ,  Disabled  Homemakers  Committee,  Committee 
on  Prostheses,  Braces  and  Technical  Aids,  International  Society  for  the  Reha- 
bilitation of  the  Disabled),  a  survey  of  facilities  for  training  these  people 
was  conducted.   Questionnaires  were  sent  to  centers  known  to  be  presenting 
such  services  and  to  as  many  other  places  as  it  was  felt  might  be  engaged  in 
such  activity.   It  is  possible  that  some  centers  might  not  have  been  contacted 
and,  if  so,  it  is  hoped  they  may  be  added  in  the  future.   The  following  is  a 
summary  of  this  survey  with  the  questionnaire  and  some  full  details  of  the 
report  attached.

There  are  quite  a  few  homes  that  have  been  built  for  specific  dis- 
abled individuals,  which  may  have  been  designed  by  the  individuals 
themselves  with  advice  from  rehabilitation  center  staffs  or  with 
help  from  architects  or  builders.   It  would  be  impossible  to  list 
all  these  homes.   Many  of  them  have  been  described  in  articles 
(listed  in  bibliography). 

Recently  several  builders  of  housing  developments  have  begun  to 
offer  such  homes  in  their  projects: 

Skyview  Homes,  St.  Petersburg,  Florida  (Horizon  House) 
Eastside  Homes,  Inc.,  Bellevue,  Washington 
Cardinal  Homes,  Beaumont,  Texas 

At  the  Institute  of  Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabilitation,  New  York 
University  Medical  Center,  a  MODEL  home  for  the  disabled  has  been 
built  and  furnished  for  demonstration,  education  and  testing  purposes. 

There  have  been  no  special  multiple  units  designed  COMPLETELY  for  the 
disabled,  inasmuch  as  this  is  not  considered  necessarily  desirable. 
It  has  been  done  for  the  elderly  (see  attached  list).   In  some  states 
and  major  cities  the  State  and  City  housing  projects  include  a  certain 
percentage  of  apartments  specially  designed  for  the  physically  dis- 
abled.  In  New  York  City,  for  example,  this  is  provided  for  by  law, 
which  requires  six  percent  of  all  apartments  to  be  so  designed.   One 
private  builder  of  middle  income  housing  in  New  York  City  is  in  the 
process  of  planning  ground  floor  apartments  for  the  disabled  in  his 
apartment  buildings  which  will  be  readily  accessible  (on  level  surface, 
etc.) 

It  would  be  impossible  to  give  approximate  percentages  of  single 
dwellings  versus  apartment  houses  (multiple  dwellings).   As  a  pure 
guess,  one  might  say  it  was  about  equal,  at  this  time.
